Bloomington, til., Ju n e 12 
Rtr*-tell­ 
ing across a pathw ay I**0 miles in 
width and devastating a territory fully 
20»> miles long, extending from Living­ 
ston county on the north to Macoupin 
county on th** south and I* axing its 
m ark across th** fageof Central illinois. 
a tornado inflicted property loss which 
will agg reg ate a million dollars and 
cost a dozen lives. 
T h e brunt of the 
storm fell upon McLean and adjoining 
counties. 
L ightning was incessant for 
two hours, but w as m arked by absence 
it th u n d e r claps. 
T h e wind reached 
a velocity of a h undred miles an hour 
and l« ft 
a trail of destruction and 
death. 
T h e storm was tin* worst in 
the history of Central Illinois 
An al­ 
most com plete paralysis of teh-gmph 
and telephone lines for twelve hours 
m ade it impossible to secure full de­ 
tails of the disaster.

McLean 
county w e r e but three, scores of per­ 
sons were seriously Injured and h u n ­ 
dreds of narrow escapes from death 
were reported.
